Diagnosis 'hit me 
over the head 
with a two-by- 
four'

A little more than a year 
ago, John Wagget developed 
a slight limp. He also began 
to notice his right hand was 
feeling a litde numb, and he 
was losing a bit of strength in 
his arms. 

loved to play golf and walked 
weekly with a group of 
friends—they call them¬ 
selves The Wanderers, and 
they've been walking togeth¬ 
er for more than a decade. 

He was also beginning to 
take some ribbing from his 
friends about his deteriorat¬ 
ing golf game. 

He put it down to a touch 
of arthritis, and the natural 


effects of aging. He joined 
the town's new community 
centre to work out, taking the 
advice of one of the doctors 
he saw, who suggested he 
needed to exercise to build 
up his strength. 

The first neurologist he 
saw diagnosed a pinched 

But his condition wors¬ 
ened, and he was sent to a 
second neurologist, this one 
a specialist in Hamilton. 

He was very quickly diag¬ 
nosed with ALS, or Lou 
Gehrig's disease, a progres¬ 
sive and fatal disease charac¬ 
terized by degeneration of 
motor neurons) leading to 
progressive paralysis of the 
voluntary muscles. 

"It hit me over the head 
with a two-by-four," he says. 

Wagget, then 74, was sent 
home with a book to read 
about ALS—everything from 
onset of the disease to end- 
of-life issues. 

It was, of course, says his 
wife Norma, devastating. 


The book he was given 
didn't pull any punches. 

"I was in denial at first. I 
had what I had, but I wasn't 
going to die. I got a real shock 
when I read that some peo¬ 
ple don't last three months." 

In the year since his diag¬ 
nosis, he has become reliant 
on Norma to help him walk. 
He can still feed himself, with 
difficulty, but isn't sure how 
much longer that will last. 

As more muscles weaken, 
he loses more of his mobility 
and independence. 

"I'm trying to do as much 
as I can for as long as I can. 
But I have no way of knowing 
the future, such as when 
someone will have to fed me. 
Things change gradually and 
litde bits of freedom disap- 

Last September he was 
still walking, was able to go 
on holiday with Norma, get 
himself on and off a bus, but 
that's no longer possible. He 
was able to drive until 
Christmas, but had to give 


that up early in the new 

Now, he sits in a lift-reclin- 
er chair that makes it possi¬ 
ble for him to stand so that 
Norma can help him to walk 
around the house. 

He has a great view of the 
outdoors from his chair. His 
friends come to visit often, 
take him out, sit with him 
when Norma goes out. He 
tries to have breakfast or 
lunch once a week with his 
Wanderer friends, after their 
golf game or Friday walk. But 
it is becoming increasingly 
more difficult 

There is no going back, he 

"This changes your life for¬ 
ever. There is no cure." 

That day in April when he 
heard he was suffering from 
ALS he knew nothing about 
it, but was soon to leam what 
he was facing: a journey he 
hadaheadof him that would 
lead to paralysis of his mus¬ 
cles, including those that 
allow him to swallow, and 


eventually those that he 
needs to breathe. 

He knows now that the 
average ALS patient takes 
three to five years to reach 
that stage, but that there are 
people who have plateaued 
and lived 10 to 15 years. 

He knows the path his dis¬ 
ease will take, but has no 
idea how long it will take to 
get there. He has a great 
sense of humour and is able 
to joke about it—he is apply¬ 
ing for the 10-year plan, he 

Although his wit seems to 
come easily now, it wasn't 
always the case—it took 
some time to accept his fate. 
He estimates a couple of 
weeks, but Norma gently 
reminds him it took that long 
just to tell their three adult 
sons. It took much longer for 
him to come to terms with 
what lay ahead, she said. 

But he has, as much as 
possible. He is on a journey, 
and the journey can be this 
long—he holds his hands 


about a foot apart—or it can 
be that long, he says, spread¬ 
ing his arms wide. 

"Everybody is going to die. 
I look at it as my life expec¬ 
tancy being shortened. It's a 
little easier to face that way." 

Lewis Ford is one of die 
Wanderers, and has known 
Wagget for about a dozen 

"All his friends would agree 
that John is one of the finest 
human beings we have ever 
known," says Ford. 

"It breaks our collective 
hearts to see him this way." 

Words, says Ford, are inad¬ 
equate to describe his 
friend's courage in the face 
of such a disease, knowing 
there is no cure. 

Led by Norma, about 30 of 
John's friends have formed 
The Wanderers Team to take 
part in the Niagara Make 
Moments Matter Walk for 
ALS.

But as anxious 
as he is to raise funds, he is 
even more committed to 
raising awareness of the dis¬ 
ease he has come to know so 
much about. 

He has learned from talk¬ 
ing to others that most are as 
much in the dark about ALS 
as he was when he was diag¬ 
nosed and took his book 
home to read about it. 

Only about 3,000 people 


in Canada have it—although 
two to three people die from 
it daily—so even neurolo¬ 
gists can miss the symp- 

He wants people to know 
what to look for so they won't 
just put the symptoms down 
to aging, as he did. 

Symptoms such as muscle 
weakness and numbness 
can mimic other diseases, 
and there is no one test- 


other conditions have to be 

There is medication that 
might slow the progression 
of the disease, but Norma 
stresses that too is uncer¬ 
tain, since everyone pro¬ 
gresses differently. 

Both Norma and John 
are grateful for the help 
they have received from the 
ALS Society, in providing 
support and copng skills.

A $1-million dona¬ 
tion from the estate of 
philanthropist Bluma 
Appel, a dear friend of 
Scott's who died in 2007, 
and a $200,000 donation 
from Carol and John 
Walker contributed to 
the total. But the team of 
12 people on the local 
It's Our lime campaign 
had to rely on friends, 
neighbours and family 
members, Scott said, 
and several people she 
thought would be gener¬ 
ous were not on-side. 

"Running into rough 
waters" during the cam¬ 
paign—the C. difficile 
outbreak was just one of 
many factors that led to a 
loss of confidence in the 
hospital system —pro¬ 
vided a good excuse for 
people who didn't want 


to contribute, she said. 

But as people tour the 
facility and see how phe¬ 
nomenal it's going to be, 
and Niagara Health 
System supervisor Dr. 
Kevin Smith inspires con¬ 
fidence that the system 
will be repaired, the atti¬ 
tude is definitely turning 
around, says Scott. 

So she is clearly not 
giving up, her confidence 
in raising the last $200,000 
buoyed by several people 
who have very recendy 
come onboard and prom¬ 
ised to be generous. 

"And they will be," she 

Scott toured the new 
building herself this week¬ 
end with her husband 
Hugh Farrell, who couldn't 
get over that absolutely 
everything is geared to the 


well-being of the patients, 
their family members and 
staff. 

Chief planning and 
development officer 
Gloria Kain says she has 
seen the same reaction 
from community mem¬ 
bers and staff as they tour 
the new facility, even 
without all the amazing 
new equipment that has 
been purchased with 
fundraising dollars. 

That equipment—ev¬ 
erything from new electric 
beds to diagnostic imag¬ 
ing equipment, CT scan, 
dialysis machine, ultra¬ 
sound and vital signs 
monitoring systems for 
each room are what will 
set this hospital apart, and 
why the efforts of the vol¬ 
unteers and fundraisers 
"have been so incredibly 
vital" to the suc- 
cessful operation 
of the hospital, she 
said.

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Council approves motion to 
address animal dumping site

Councillor Martin 
Mazza says it's a first 
step in the right direc- 

Mazza introduced a 
motion that was passed 
by council last week to 
address the Ministry of 
Transportation of 
Ontario's (MTO) policy 
for dumping dead ani¬ 
mals on its property at 
571 York Road, not far 
from where the Queen 
Elizabeth Way meets 
Glendale Avenue. 

Some wild animals 
that are struck and killed 
by motorists on the QEW 
are discarded there. 

The ministry has con¬ 
tracted a third-party 
business to collect these 
animals on the road and 
dispose of them 

Mazza says the inter¬ 
est in the site came about 
as a result of a lost dog 
from St. Catharines that 
was found dumped near 
the MTO property in late 


February. 

Before this incident, 
not many people, 
including Town officials, 
knew about the site. 

The councillor 

became concerned 
about health and safety, 
and also wanted to know 
whether the collection 
and disposal was follow¬ 
ing proper MTO proto¬ 
col. 

Mazza's resolution 
calls for the Town to 
send a letter to Minister 
of Transportation Bob 
Chiarelli, drawing his 
attention to this unac¬ 
ceptable practice. 

The motion asks for 
the MTO to enforce its 
policies for managing 
dead animals in a safe 
and humane way and to 
ensure that residents in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
are not exposed to any 
health and safety risks. 

A copy of the resolu¬ 
tion has also been sent 
to the Niagara region 

ipalities. 

Mazza has also asked 


that the Town investi¬ 
gate neighbouring 
municipal policies, pro¬ 
vincial and the MTO 
guidelines on how to 
deal with road kill. 

He says he hopes 
NOTL will develop its 
own policy to put an end 
to such practices on 
NOTL soil. 

Mazza says he realiz¬ 
es NOTL is "a unique 
farming community," 
and there is no "blanket 
policy" all municipali¬ 
ties can follow. 

But he hopes that 
NOTL will be a leader by 
developing a policy that 
other municipalities 
could potentially look to 
if they face a similar situ- 

The councillor adds 
that he expects a report 
from Town staff with 
recommendations for a 
policy on the proper dis¬ 
posal on animal remains 
in NOTL by the fall. 

"It can't happen 
again. It won't happen 
again, not as long as I 
have a voice," he says.

Feds have let us down again

cations for federal funding to stage War of ing a spectacular video telling the story of 
1812 bicentennial events, only on 


The government was overwhelmed with 
applications, even more so than in the first 
phase, and couldn't give money to anywhere 
near all of the requests. But to turn down 
funding for events that were so important to 
the War of 1812 outcome is puzzling. 

Our MP Rob Nicholson promised during 
his election campaign that he would ensure 
funding would find its way to his riding, here 
in Niagara-on-the-Lake which was so cen¬ 
tral to the events of 200 years ago. But 
requests for funding for two signature NOTL 
events, Niagara on Fire and Niagara under 
Occupation, have been refused. That's in 
addition to the earlier disappointing news 
that some of the opening weekend events in 
June at Fort George were also denied fund¬ 
ing. 

The burning of Niagara sounds like a very 
exciting event in terms of public participa¬ 
tion. It is to take place in Market Square in 


the burning of the town, what led up to it and 
its consequences. In addition, a fireworks 
display is planned to include real flames at 
ground level, with a two-minute finale of 
pyrotechnics. 

The event will go on, with money raised 
by the local fundraising team from support¬ 
ive individuals and businesses. But it may 
have to be scaled back, depending on the 
success of fundraising over the next year. 

The occupation is in a similar situation. It 
is to be highlighted over seven months in 
2013, with students dressed as period 
American soldiers patrolling Queen Street, 
interacting with residents and visitors. 

Again, it will happen, but possibly with 
fewer soldiers, patrolling for a shorter period 

It's a shame the federal government 
doesn't see the value of these events, but we 
have faith in the organizers, and look for¬ 
ward to the undoubtedly memorable events 
they will present

the-Lake. 

"My father ran away to 
join the movies and back 
then it was like running 
away to the circus." 

The actor told his family 
he had a respectable posi¬ 
tion as a manager, because 
at that time in India, 
Bollywood and the movie 
business was "an industry 
of ill repute," says 
Kashmeri. 

When Aghajani's broth¬ 
er-in-law found out 
Aghajani was doing, "he 
threatened to bum down 
the movie theatre." 

Aghajani started off act¬ 
ing and quickly switched 


to script-writing. 

He would eventually 
write about 50 movies that 
became classics in 
Bollywood. 

During much of that 
time, Kashmeri says he 
grew up on sets, meeting 
other actors and writers. 

Kashmeri has captured 
his father's legacy in The 
Golden Pen—a one-hour 
documentary about his 
father's life. 

Kashmeri is also trans¬ 
lating his father's autobi¬ 
ography into English. 

The documentary, he 
says, is the fulfillment of a 
promise he made to his 


dad before he passed 
away—to tell his story. 

Kashmeri's father was 
from the north Indian city 
of Lucknow. 

It's a city Kashmeri 
describes as a place filled 
with poetry, literature and 
romance. 

Growing up in Lucknow, 
he says his father attended 
neighbourhood poetry 
readings. 

Although Aghajani 
never completed high 
school, Kashmeri says his 
dad was surrounded by 
many great poets and writ¬ 
ers that inspired him and 
helped to teach him his 


Kashmeri says many 
people may not realize 
Bollywood films like the 
ones his father wrote "are 
more than just song and 
dance, and they're differ¬ 
ent then the Hollywood 
rip-off stories seen today." 

During his father's 
career, which spanned 
more than 30 years, 
Kashmeri says his father 
wrote movies about 
romance, about heroism 
and adventure, but they all 
had something to say to 
the audience.

One example is a movie 
Aghajani wrote in the 
1960s about a Muslim 
woman who was a courte¬ 
san and a Hindi man, a 
leader of a gang, falling in 
love and marrying.

Despite producers tell¬ 
ing Aghajani the film 
would be a flop, Kashmeri 
says his father made it 
anyway and the film ran 
for 50 weeks in the the- 

Kashmeri moved to 
Canada in the mid 1970s 
and his parents followed 


when Aghajani retired 
from script-writing in the 
early 1990s. 

Although he knew 
much of his father's past, 
the proud son says he 
began researching his 
father's life in 2009 and 
filming in Toronto, and in 
Lucknow and Bombay, 
now known as Mumbai, 
in India. 

Through his documen¬ 
tary, Kashmeri says he 
hopes to offer people a 
rare insight into the early 
days of Bollywood, when 
the industry was taking its 
first steps, slowly catching 
the imagination of its 
viewers. 


The Golden Pen was 
selected to premiere at the 
12th Annual ReelWorld 
Film Festival in Toronto on 
April 13. 

Kashmeri's documen¬ 
tary also won runner-up 
in the Asians on Film 
Festival in California and 
has been picked to pre¬ 
miere in New York City by 
the well-known think- 
tank, the Foreign Policy 
Association, on June 6.

Three - Decrease 
Workplace Exposure to 
Carcinogens 

Bartenders and waiters 
who work in venues that 
still allow smoking should 
look for a smoke-free 
environment to decrease 
the risk of lung cancer. 
Funeral directors and 
those who work in nail 
salons can become 
exposed to formaldehyde 
increasing the risk of nasal 

Others who work in 
chemical or printing 
plants may be exposed to 
benzene, a chemical that 
is linked to leukemia and 
Hodgkins lymphoma. 

Four - Decrease Sun 
Exposure 

Ultraviolet light from 
sun tanning beds is esti¬ 
mated to cause two mil¬ 
lion cases of skin cancer 
every year. Remember 
this summer that no sun¬ 
screen blocks all radia- 


Flve - Get Moving 

Prostate, lung and can¬ 
cer of the uterus are asso¬ 
ciated with inactivity. 
Exercise enhances the 
immune system and 
decreases cancer risk by 
lowering cellular growth. 

Six - Shed Pounds 

Studies suggest that 
being obese accounts for 
14 percent of cancer 
deaths in men and 20 per¬ 
cent in women. These 
deaths occur from can¬ 
cers of the large bowel, 
esophagus, liver, uterine 
cancer and leukemia. 

Why this happens is 
not totally understood, 
but there’s evidence it 
may be associated with 
the production of hor¬ 
mones. Obesity is also 
linked to chronic inflam¬ 
mation which may trigger 
cancer growth. 

Seven - Decrease 
High-Heat Cooking 

Heating food over coals 
or flames creates chemi¬ 
cals called heterocyclic 


amines and polycyclic 
aromatic hydrocarbons 
which are believed to 
increase cancer risk. 

Most people associate 
this risk with grill cook¬ 
ing. But it’s also true for 
pan-frying foods on the 
stove. These chemicals 
are associated with an 
increased risk of pancre¬ 
atic, prostate and colon 
malignancy. 

You can lower risk by 
using the microwave to 
pre-cook food for a few 
minutes before putting 
meat or chicken on the 
grill and then turn food 
often to prevent charring. 

Eight - Limit Radiation 
Exposure 

It seems unbelievable, 
but every year 10 percent 
of Americans get a CT 
scan. Equally frightening, 
the number getting this 
procedure increases every 

These scans now 
account for half of our 
radiation exposure. One 
CT scan is the same as 500 
x-rays of the lungs. So 
always ask your doctors if 


the same result could be 
achieved by either an 
ultrasound or MRI test. 

Nine - Don't Smoke 

I tell patients to see a 
psychiatrist if they still 
smoke cigarettes, pipes, 
smokeless tobacco or 
cigars. 

Smoking is the leading 
cause of premature pre¬ 
ventable deaths in this 
country. 

Remember it is never 
too late to quit and stop 
needless lung and other 
cancer deaths. 

Ten - Eat a Nutritious 
Diet 

What is an anti-cancer 
diet? Authorities state 
repeatedly it's prudent to 
limit the amount of red 
meat, pork and particu¬ 
larly processed meats, 
and to increase the 
amount of whole grains, 
fruits and vegetables.
